The visitor to Dallas, Texas, is im¬ 
pressed first of all, and perhaps most 
trongly, with the unusual c'.c&nliness 
of the city. It Bt&nds amid its rich 
and verdant surroundings as spotless 
as a well kept country home. That is 
because its factories arc blessed with 
an bunad&nt supply of natural gas 
and its chimney a are mostly smoke¬ 
less. But on a recent visit to this bust 
ling southwestern city, I received an 
other salient impression. I saw what 
t great newspaper can do for a city. 

Dallas was not much of a metrop¬ 
olis forty-five years ago. A pretty 
?ood town for those days to be sure, 
but southwestern towns then were 
pretty young, and Dallas was pretty 
rr#coh like the rest of them. 

In the early 80’s a movement began 
looking to The Galveston News, estab 
lished in 1842, duplicating itself in 
Dallas, n distance of 315 miles. The

In 1922 we raised over $24,000 
for the Schools outside of Town; ic 
1930, we are raising only a little 
>ver $20,000 for Schools outside th 
Town limits, a loss from outside of 
over $4,000. 

You will note at this point that 
while in 1930 we have raised for the 
Town and Schools the sum of $56,- 
8G8.68, that in 1922 we raised the sum 
of $49,496.80, and that it only makes 
a total $7,371.88 more in taxes that 
you pay in 1930 than you paid eight 
years ago, and that your mill rate in 
Town is only 2 mills higher than that 
year. Only on a few of the bette 
buildings, have your taxes increased. 

In closing, I wish to state that the 
showing in Capital expenditures arc 
very satisfoctory the last iive or six 
years, and even though we pay heavy 
taxes, we have son.c tiling to show for 
much of the monies spent as noted by

The old paper sold out, lock, 
jtock and barrel, to The News, and 
quit business. The following year the 
State Fair of Texas started. The ad¬ 
vent of The News brought numbers 
of other institutions and prominent

Speaking at Winnipeg after * 
lour of western Canada, with E. 
W. Beatty, chairman and presi¬ 
dent of the Canadian Pacific Rail¬ 
way. General Sir Arthur Currie 
said he returned to the east "more 
proud, more confident of the coun¬ 
try than ever before.** Admitting 
that the times were uncertain and 
anxious. Sir Arthur urged that 
wealth, opportunity and resources 
belonged to Canadians and the so¬ 
lution of nation-wide depression 
was "up to our men and wome* 
and I believe in the Canadian 
bread and the Canadian breed " 
As an instance of the creation of 
new wealth in Canada, he cited the 
Peace River country with which he 
Lad been profoundly impressed.

EARLY DIAGNOSIS 


Remarkable progress has been made 
In the campaign against tuberculosis 
In spite of the fact that no specLic 
meaua of preventing or curing this 
disease has been discovered, never the 
less, year by year, its ravages are 
being lessened. This progress Is eneou 
raging and should serve to stimulate 
us to even greater efforts to overcome 
a disease which still remains one ol 
the most powerful foes against which 
we have to contend. 

We should never lose sight of the 
fact that tuberculosis is preventable 
and curable. The majority of persons 
become Infected with the germs of 
tuberculosis early in life, but not all 
of them develop the disease. In most 
cases, the germs lie dormant because 
the individual’s powers of resistance 
are maintained at a sufficiently high 
level to hold the germs in check. 

It Is when our resistance has been 
broken down that the dormant germs 
become acUve and tuberculosis devel 
ops. the disease is always due to the 
action of the germs which get thcii 
opportunity when, through bad living 
conditions, worry, over fatigue ,ot 
some debilitating disease, the resist 
knee of the body is weakened. t 

If the disease does develop, the 
question of cure naturally becomes 
the most Important consideration 
Whether or not the disease will bs 


for cure, depend chiefly upon the ear 
ly diagnosis of the disease. 

When the disease is diagnosed early 
there is every chance of its respond¬ 
ing to proper treatment. The longer 
the interval between the onset of the 
disease and the beginning of treatm 
ent, the less chance there is for cure, 
and the time required for treatment is 
proportionately increased. 

A practical consideration is that it 
is in the group of persona who have 
been exposed to tuberculosis that new 
1 cases most frequently develop. The 
more intimate and prolonged the ex 
posure, especially if during childhood 
the gr eater th® likelihood of tuber 

culosis. 

Any person who has been exposed 
to tuterr ulosis, and this generally 
means anyone v.ho has lived ir i 
home where there lias been an nA*v# 
case, should be regularly examined in 
order that the disease, if it docs oc 
cur, may be detected in its earliest 
stages. Such a person should, of 
course, avoid those conditions whicl 
disease by lowering resistance. 

The person who, for any reason, 
suspects that he may have tubercul 
osis should seek an examination with 
out delay. If there is nothing wrong, 
then the mind Is set at rest; if dis¬ 
ease is present, the sooner this is 
mown the better. Early diagnosis is 
the key which unlocks the door and 
dmits the hope of cure. 


Three and a half million more than 
three times the “normal” number of 
unemployed is the federal estimate of 
the m«& without jobs in the United 
States.

The question is a direct one. It rises 
abovije the discussions and forecasts, 
the after-dinner speeches and confer- 
11 ences that clarify but do not solve 
te unempyment problem. Experts 
have discovered signs that point to 
definite recovery from depression. Ec 
onomists are reasuring on the fundam 
ental soundness of basic conditions. 
Statisticians draw hopeful conclusions 
ft-om emination of their charts and 
graphs. But; the man With empty pock 
ets phrases it differenty: ft A job iiext 
week, may|e? But how do I eat to¬ 
day?” 

Speed becomes the essence of relief. 
The individual wQuld act quickly 
in the case of a stricken neighbor. 
Should he hesitate because his action 
affects the man around the coiner 
whom he cannot see. Industry would 
not de’ay if the nation were threaten 
nl with invasion from without. Is its 
obligation less in the face of threaten 
ed misery from within Governmental 
agencies would slash red tape to bti.ig 
relief to sufferers from flood or hur¬ 
ricane. Is hunger dulled because it 
lacks the elements of drama? 

When do they go back to work? 
The answer is not a simple one. Offic 
ial and private facilties are bei \g 
bent to the task of speeding empl y- 
ment. A summary of federal projects 
shows more than $500,000,000 in con¬ 
struction work under way or authoiiz 
ed, much of it speeded up expressly 
to meet the present need for employ¬ 
ment. Public works and public uti’ity 
programs for the current year are set 
at $7,000,000,000. Bond issues for $ 1,- 
500,000,000 in public works are pend¬ 
ing at the forthcoming election. 

Impressive as they are. these totals 
involve a huge volume of activ ty 
which cannot be set in motion for 
some time. The Post Office Depart¬ 
ment, as an example, will employ its 
usual extra force of 200,000 during 
the holiday period. But even this re¬ 
lief is weeks, not days away. 

Col. Arthur Woods, as executive dir 
ector of the President’s Emergency 
Committee on Employment, has ap¬ 
proached this vital aspect of the p’o- 
blem in his call to individuals rnd, 
communities to rush maintenancs 
repair and improvement work. Here 
is a way in which every householder 
can help directly and every citizen 
indirectly. But the same admonition 
must apply to industries. It must 
apply likewise to the Federal Govern 
ment itself. 

The problem is not one of lack. 
Money is plentiful. Necessary con¬ 
struction projects are abundant. The 
answer is not to be found alone in 
plans for the future. These have an 
important place in prevention of un¬ 
employment cycles. But the task c f 
the moment challenges government, 
industrial and piivate efforts to over 
come delay and involved procedure 
The great need is to focus relief, not 
upon the day after tomorrow, but up¬ 
on work for the man who is looking 
for a job today. Christian Science 
Monitor. 


New Queen Salutes Former Sovereign

three new trans-Pacific speed records, Bteamed into 
Vancouver harbor from the Far East recently she 
dipped her ensign in homage to the dragon-carved 
figurehead of the old Empress of Japan, queen of the 
Pacific from 1893 to 1922 during which sne cruised a 
total of 2,600,000 miles in 68 round voyages from 
Vancouver and Victoria to Manila Bay. The gallant 


old ship, qc which most of the senior officers of the new 
Empress of Japan, including Capt. Samuel Robinson, 
C.B.E.,R.D. R.N R., once served, was broken up and 
Bcrapped in Vancouver eight years ago, ending the 
career of a ship which made history on the Pacific.

(Experimental Farms Note) 
Canada has again been blessed with 
a good crop of honey but in keeping 
with many other agricultural products 
the prices it is being sold for are rid¬ 
iculously low, this, however, is largely 
die to the prevalent methods of mar¬ 
keting. A few years .ago there was no 
marketing problem, Individual produc 
ers were able to sell their honey at 
fair prices without grading or adver¬ 
tising as there was little or no com- 
petion Increased production, however 
has increased competition in market¬ 
ing to such an extent that producers 
are now finding it quite diffeu t t) 
dispose of their crop without resort 
ing to the unbusinesslike method of 
selling at any price in order to make 
the sole. Beekeepers as a rule ore 
great advocates of co-operation, they 
have formed their associations, hold 
annual conventions &nd have in many 
cases purchased their supplies iu ii 
co-operative way, it is. therefore 
rather surprising how they seem tJ 
avoid the idea of co-operative mar¬ 
keting. Many speciality producer 
have found that marketing conditions 
have been greatly improved by pool 
ing their product and selling it thru 
one selling organization and quite rec 
ently certain groups of honey produc 
ers have adopted thiB method and arc 
finding it quite satisfactory. There li 
no doubt that co-operative marketing 
Is a great advantage over the present 
method of individual selling. Distant 
markets, that cannot be reached by 
the individual can be catered to thru 
organization. Advertising can be cu¬ 
rled on more economically through 
co-operation than individually. Honey 
can be moved from centres of high 
production to points of low produc¬ 
tion more profitably, and co-operation 
will tend to Insure a more uniform
